Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 9/18/2008 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 4/8/2008 is acknowledged by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3, 5-8, 10-14, and 16-21 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Japanese Pat. No. 
2001-346351 (Matsuura). Matsuura discloses a throttle device comprising a throttle body (83), 
an air intake passage (leads to element 81), a throttle valve (81), a motor (13), a motor casing 
(84), a portion (adjacent the lead ling for element 82h in figure 1 1), a portion or yoke (13b) 
having notches (under elements 15, 16, and 18 in figure 2), projections or lugs (15-18 and 21- 
24), wherein the projections deform and are elastic (seen in figure 2), wherein the projections 
(15-18 and 21-24) are arranged circumferentially (figure 7), wherein the motor (13) is clearance 
fitted (relationship between element 13 and 84), a motor guide (above element 82h in figure 12), 
a clearance fitted motor mounting flange (82h) or bracket, a bearing boss (14), a second bracket 
(30), a pinion gear (85), wherein the bracket (82h is wider that the yoke (13) and projections (15- 
18 and 21-24), wherein the outer diameter of the yoke (13) has a dimension capable of pressing

the projections (any touching of the housing 84 with the projection 15-18 and 21-24 can be 
construed as pressing), and a taper (step down of element 84 in figure 7) but lacks a motor casing 
having a first diameter and then a second smaller diameter after a predetermined distance.
